The second and third floors avo to

Tho plans 
for these have not yet been modeled 
to suit the Eagles, but Mr. Haas sta- 
ted today that lie Is willing to pro- 
vide any arrangement that might bo 
suggested or desired by the temuitg.

through Southeastern Kansas along 
tho borders of Oklahoma, Govei nor 
Hughes of Now Yovfc urged tlio defeat

dent among tHe employes* of oil wells, 
•melting works, farmers and v.Inc min- 
ers. T« the •workingmen Governor 
Hughea asserted that au attempt "by 
Mr. Bryan, If elected, to introduce hia 
campaign proposals svould ine\ Itably 
lenult lu financial deproasiori aud a 
closing of Industry, v.hile the Republi- 
can platform promised a coutiauaiico 
of present protrperlty. 
Speaking on 


"Dr. Bryan and his nostrums" before* 
a large audience ia Webb City, Gov- 
ernor 'Hughes aaid: 


"Twelve years ago TJticle Sam was 


nick and there came bustling up a 
physician \vbo wanted to prescribe for 
him. He had an attractive personality:

Came Sack WJth Now Remedy, 


"A few yoara later the same doctor 


came around again. Uncle ^um said: 
'Aren't you tha man thac nearly killed 
me a few years ago?' ahd it appeared 
that he was the 'aame. "Uncle Sam 
thought that he did not want any of 
that. And the doctor suid: 'Wo must 
flnd a new remedy,' and he traveled 
around tha world and came back with 
great inoatlge and said to "Uncle Sanv 
'What you nond Is government owner- j 
ship of railways.'

Bryan Addresses Multitudes. 


Galosburg, 111., Oct. 10.—Standing on 


tho same platform from which air. 
Taft only a few days ago dollvf rod an 
address, W. J. Bryan denounced Pres- 
ident Roosevelt for participating in. the 
campaign In behalf o£ Mr. Taft, aasort- 
ed that Mr. Tatt could give no promise 
of real reform and attacked the Re- 
publican party, .for, as ho charged, its 
Injustice to tho laboring man and the 
people generally. 


When, tho spectal train bearjng the 


presidential candidate pulled into the 
station, a groat crowd cheered him vo- 
ciferously, but upon Jils arrival at 
KJIOX college, where tho platform was 
erected, he faced one of the largest au- 
diences that ever assembled here.
